VAN RIPER’S REPLY 


He Makes Answer to an Article 
In a Local Paper. 


THE FACTS SET FORTH. 


Failure of Stew art & Co. Does Not 
Aifect the Sedalia Street Eail- 
w ay Company. 


Mr. J . C. Van Riper, vice pres­ 
ident of the Sedalia Electric and 
R ailw ay company and cashier of 
the 
People’s 
bank, 
yesterdays 
handed the following communica­ 
tion to the D e m o c r a t , with the 
request that it be published in the 
Sunday morning issue : 


To the E d ito r o f th e D e m o c r a t. 
A fter reading the editorial in 
the Daily Capital of yesterday 
morning, entitled 
“ A n 
Illegal 
A c t,” I was 80 impressed by the 
gross errors and 
misstatements 
made in the editoriifl referred to 
that I deem it proper and right to 
state the facts as they exist. 
I was not present at the council 
- meeting Monday night, nor have I 
read the proceedings of the execu­ 
tive session, consequently cannot 
say just w hat was done at that 
meeting. 
I was informed, how ­ 
ever, that the city council, in ex­ 
ecutive session, authorized the. pay­ 
m ent of the bills of the Sedalia 
Electric and Railway company for 
lighting the city to January ist, 
' 1900, and instructed the city to 
'p a y the amount due the company 
to' the local creditors here in S e­ 
dalia, on the order of m}^self. 
The finance committee met at 
the m ayor’s office, and I was in­ 
vited to be present. 
A t that meet­ 
ing I stated to the committee that 
the amount due from the cit}^ to 
the Sedalia Electric and R ailway 
company had been assigned to the 
People’s bank of Sedalia, on ac­ 
count of money borrowed, there­ 
fore the money must be paid lo the 
People’s bank. 
I made a further statem ent to 
the finance committee, to the effect 
that nearly all of the sums due our 
local people were first liens on the 
property, even ahead of the bond­ 
holders ; and that when the money 
due from the city had been paid it 
would be my policy to first pay 
any small sums that were not se- 
CtlHfed, or could not be secured as a 
fiwt lien, and afterwards pay the 
other claims as money was re­ 
ceived. 
U pon this representation of facts, 
the mayor and finance committee 
authorized the clerk to issue to me, 
as vice |>resident of th^ Sedalia 
Electric and Railw ay company, a 
w arrant for $4,395.70, and another 
w arrant for $1,000, the last named 
w arrant to be used 
in 
paying 
taxes. These warrants were issued, 
properly signed by the mayor and 
city 
clerk. 
The 
warrant 
for 
$4,295.70 was immediately assigned 
to the People’s bank and presented 
to the treasurer for payment. 
The 
treasurer clained that he did not 
have but $3,500 with which to pay 
^ the w a r r a n t; and, further, that he 
' had been told not to pay it. 
The 
chairman of the finance committee 
then made arrangements with the 
depository for any funds necessary 
to pay such warrants as had been 
draw n, and so informed the tieas- 
urer, in my presence. 
The treas­ 
urer still refused to pay the w ar­ 
rant, 
claiming the 
same to be 
I 
illegal. 
This ia a statement of the facts 
as they otcurred. 
N ow , tis to the article that ap­ 
peared ia the editorial columns of 
the Capiial. 
W h y anV|jOne should make the 


statement, claiming that the action 
of the council in executive session 
would not receive the sanction of 
that body in open session, is more 
than I am able to understand. 
In tbe first place, the failure of 
Stew art & Co , who were merely 
stockholders in the Sedalia Elec­ 
tric and R ailw ay company, does 
not in any manner affect the rail­ 
way company to any greater ex­ 
tent than if the editor of this paper 
held stock in any of the banks in 
the city of Sedalia, and should fail 
as a newspaper man, would affect 
the bank in which he held stock. 
The Sedalia Electric and R ail­ 
way company is a corporation, or­ 
ganized under the laws of Mis­ 
souri, and is doing business at this 
time, irrespective of the failure of 
Stew art & Co., and the contracts 
it has made with any individual 
are not cancelled or affected in any 
way by the failure of Stewart & 
Co. in N ew 
York. 
Nor is its 
right to collect its accounts, or aS' 
sign them or do any other thing 
that a corporation has a right to do, 
affected by this failure. 
As the public generally knows, 
the 
railway company has been 
m aking many extensive and very 
expensive 
improvements. 
The 
money 
for 
these improvements 
was furnished by the sale or use 
of the bonds issued against the 
railway company property. 
This 
money w^as sent from N ew York 
to me, as the representative of the 
company, at different times, in 
different am ounts; 
but sufficient 
was not sent to pay the employes 
of the company and for all better­ 
ments, since it was supposed that 
all bills due the company would be 
promptly paid. 
The city did not have the money 
during the summer months to pay 
bills other than the actual salaries 
of its officers. 
Knowing this, the 
People’s bank was willing to ad­ 
vance the sums necessary to pay 
the employes of the railway com­ 
pany upon the assignment of the 
amount due from the city. 
This 
has been done from time to time, 
and the money advanced by the 
People’s bank has been used for 
the purpose 
of paying the em ­ 
ployes of the company and the 
little bills as they were made here 
in the city. 
If the editor of the Daily Capital 
believed as he wrote he certainly 
would not have paid his bill for 
lights during the month of Decem­ 
ber when it v/as presented to him ; 
but he did pay it, and so did the 
other customers of the light com­ 
pany. 
And yet he claims to have 
freely discussed this matter with 
the business men of the city, and 
says in his article that 
“ if any 
money is paid by the city to Mr. 
Van Riper, or anyone else, it is by 
no means released from the obliga­ 
tion, and when called on by the 
authorized party will have to pay 
the debt again.” 
I hardly think that Dr. Clifford 
could find any person, be he law­ 
yer, doctor or merchant, who would 
tell him that since he has paid his 
light account, and received his re­ 
ceipt from the company, that under 
any circumstances would he have it 
to pay a second time. 
Since there have been so many 
remarks of all kinds about the rail­ 
way company, and my connection 
with it, I am possibly justified in 
stating a few facts : 
Last Monday morning I was in­ 
formed by Mr. Burrowes, of the 
S e d a l i a D e m o c r a t , over the tel­ 
ephone, of the failure of Stewart 
Sc Co., of N ew York. 
This was 
the first news of that nature that I 
had received. 
Since that time I 
have had no communication from 
Mr. Stewart, nor do I know any­ 
thing more in regard to his failure 
than any other person in Sedalia. 
I was employed by the stock­ 
holders of the Railway company, 
of which Mr. Stewart was a large 
owner at one time, to look after 
the interests of the company. 
I 
have never invested one dollar in 
the Street Railway company, nor 
has any other person in Sedalia. 
On account of the position held 
by me with the company, I possi­ 
bly am more anxious to see all the 
sums due our ov/n 
people paid 
than is any other person. 
I pre­ 
sume, too. I realize more fullv than

many what a calamity it would be 
if the R ailway 
company itself 
should fail. 
It would mean 
that

On Horseback 


A huge convict farm, where the 
prisoners in the Missouri peniten­ 
tiary can be employed to raise food 
supplies for the inmates of all the 
state institutions, is to be proposed 
by the St. Louis delegates to the 
State Federation of Labor, which 
meets in 
Sedalia next Monday, 
says the St. Louis Republic. 
The object of the Sedalia meet­ 
ing is to obtain the consensus of 
opinion from representative labor 
men as to w hat legislation is most 
needed by the workers of the state 
and what measures it will be most 
desirable to urge upon the atten­ 
tion of the general assembly as 
coming from labor sources. 
The convict labor bill, as it was 
introduced in the last session of 
the legislature, receives the unani­ 
mous support of the St. Louis del­ 
egates. 
The decision to add the 
farm feature was reached at a con­ 
ference held this week at Walhalla 
hall. 
Collis Lovely, chairman of 
the delegation, explained yesterday 
the motives of the local labor men 
in asking for the innovation. 
“ It is simply carrying out still 
further the idea expressed in the 
old convict labor bill of removing 
the work of criminals fsom compe­ 
tition with the labor of honest 
m en,” he said. 
“ The old bill provides for the 
abolishment of all contract work 
as fast as the contracts now in 
force expire, but also provides that 
the state may have factories of its 
own 
within 
the prison 
walls, 
where goods needed by the prison­ 
ers and the inmates of the various 
state institutions may be made. 
This may not be sufficient to keep 
the prisoners busy enough, and so 
the idea arose to have convict la­ 
bor provide food, as well as clothes, 
for the wards of the community. 
No harm will be done to anyone 
and the state will save money.” 
The St. 
Louis delegation has 
also decided to support the child- 
labor bill, which prohibits the em­ 
ployment of persons under 14 years 
old in any factory. 
They want 
the age limit to 16 years, if possi­ 
ble, and will urge that the State 
Federation take action to procure 
the passage of the measure. 
Mr. 
Lovely and his colleagues 
will 
start for Sedalia Sunday night and 
be ready for the opening of the 
convention Monduy morning

CHILDREN’S EDUCATION. 


Oentleman In Charge of the Reform 
School Believes It Should Be 
Compulsory.

L. D. Drake, superintendent of 
the reform school at Boonville, in 
his lecture before the teachers’ 
institute in the Central high school 
in Kansas City yesterday, advo­ 
cated education as a means of pre­ 
venting crime. 
He said that there should be 
compulsory education in this state ; 
that parents or guardians should be 
compelled by law to give their 
children an opportunity for educa­ 
tion. 
A criminal tendency in a child 
might be checked, 
he said, 
by 
education. 
Manual training, 
he 
thought, would be especially valu­ 
able for this class. 
Boys with criminal tendencies, 
he said, were not inclined to study, 
but the action of manual training 
would attract them and probably 
eventually prevent crime. 
Mr. Drake spoke of the work of 
the reform school and of the evi­ 
dences of degeneracy in children. 
He said that 70 per cent of those 
who left the reform school turned 
out to be good 
citizens, 
that 
10 per cent became worthless but 
harmless men, 
and 
that 20 per 
cent became criminals.

Running W hippets. 
The dogs employed for nieing are 
generally wliijipels, i. e., miniature 
greyhounds. They vary considerably 
in size, and are handicapped in the 
races according to their weight: the 
lighter the dog the longer start he 
gels. 
* 
* 
'Plie racing is m an­ 
aged in tlie followiiiii manner: 
The 
dogs are held on to th.e mark.^ allotted 
to them by the haudicapper..and when 
all are ready the owners or trainers of 
the dogs run up to tlie course. 
As 
they run they wave white towels or 
pieces of white 
calico— technica.Uy 
known as 'Mhe rag"— and attract ihe 
dogs’ attention by whi,<tliiig ami call­ 
ing to them. 
These men are obliged 
to pass a mark ])laced about ten yards 
past the winning post. 
The starter 
usually stands either behind the dogs 
or one side of tlie course close lo ilicm. 
Tlie start is elTccted by the tiling of a 
})istol, and tlie dogs being released 
run as fast as they can towards their 
ov. ners or trainers. As these men are 
standing ten yards past the winning 
post it follows that the dogs ar*‘ ru n ­ 
ning at their best pace as they pass 
th at spot. 
-Kach dog is distinguished 
by wearing a colored rilibon round its 
neck, and tlie judge usually stands 
in a hole in the ground, so his eyes 
may be on a level with the dogs as they 
pass liim.
